Thirty-five out of the 
thirty-seven congressmen on the two 
committees, accepted the invitation, 
only Senators Borah and Fall de­ 
clining. Republican leader Lodge and 
Senator 
Knox, former

ecretary of state, will attend the 
dinner which will be served in the 
state dining room.

Constitution As 
“ Destructive, Unjust and 
Reactionary Proposal.”

General’s office, are thought to be 
approximately correct as to the total 
number of Indiana men who entered 
the service. 
It is the plan of the Indiana His­ 
torical Commission to build up the 
most comprehensive Army and Navy 
roster of any state in the Union. 
It 
will be more than a mere alphabeti­ 
cal list of names. 
The information 
asked for will include the date and 
place of birth of every soldier and 
sailor, occupation in civil life, prev­ 
ious 
military or 
naval experience, 
date of enlistment or induction into 
service, 
unit to which he 
was as­ 
signed, place of training* name and 
number of battles participated in, 
citation for 
distinguished service, 
statement of wounds received, date 
of 
sailing for America, final 
dis­ 
charge and return to civil life. 
The service blanks will be sent to 
the chairmen of the War History 
Committees in each county who will 
have charge of compiling the roster 
for their county. 
Several weeks will 
be required to complete this work. 
After the records have been properly 
filled out, they will be returned and 
placed on file in the State Capitol.

the military operations, descrip 
tions of battles, etc., which will 
he written by military experts 
who actually took part in them.

Earn Admiration and Gratitudo of 
Armies They Serve—Day After

Poets, Ministering to the 
Boys in Front. 


Paris.—Tales of bravery 
and 
ex­ 
traordinary courage shown by women 
working with the American and Brit­ 
ish armies continue to Interest us at 
every turn over here. 
Day after day and 
month 
after 
month, women stuck to their posts in 
hospitals, In advanced dressing sta­ 
tions, in work of ministering to the 
boys behind the lines, 
without 
the 
slightest show of fear or 
hysteria, 
while {ailing shell and bursting bomb 
tore up the earth about them. 
These women have earned the ad­ 
miration and gratitude of the armies 
they served. 
Among this big number 
of courageous women are two young 
members of the Salvation Army, Copt. 
Louise 
Young 
and 
Lieut. 
Stella 
Young of New York city. They shared 
the hardships and dangers of 
the 
American 
doughboy in

ing their work of sewing on his but­ 
tons, mending his clothes, baking pies 
and doughnuts, writing letters home 
and being a sister in service with the 
First American army division, now on 
German soil.

Bom Into Salvation Army.

“February — At

In a dugout under 
the house next

rived here we didn’t sleep much. The 
village is bombed almost every night. I 
“Two days after we arrived 
we I 
bad our first introduction to real war- J 
fare. 
We had Just finished cleaning I 
up the canteen preparatory to open- I 
lug for business the next morning. 
We used up a scrubbing brush and 
several«pieces of soap and a lot of j 
washing powder, hut the place shows ; 
it. 
My a nu?* feel it. 
“We have gone to our dugout. There 
is something about this accommoda­ 
tion reminds one of wild animals 
encroached 
in hlflside holes. 
I his 
comparison suggested itself to me a s J 
I recalled the' thousands of men In the 
armies In France who live like m o le s 
In the earth, in trenches, in dugouts, 
in shell holes and rifle pits. 


Thankful for Cots. 
“But 
we 
have 
army 
cots 
and 
blankets and a 
wooden box for a 
dressing table, with a supply of wax 
candles. 
The candles and the cots 
mark the dividing line between civili­ 
zation and the early caveman's state. 
“How thankful we are for these 
cots. 
How' tired we are! 
We feel 
quite luxurious lying here 
wrapped 
In blankets. 
Hundreds of soldiers 
passed through here today. I wonder 
where they are now and what they 
are doing? 
“What Is that dreadful noise? 
I 
never heard anything like it in all 
my life except once in the thunder­ 
ing crashes of a tornado out West 
when I was a girl of ten. 
I lit the 
candle and dressed. Perhaps a bomb 
had killed some of our people. 
I hur­ 
ried upstairs, where all was quiet. 
It is cold and damp outside, but the 
moon is bright. T walked o v e r to the 
canteen. T lit the candle in the front 
room. 
All was peaceful there, so I 
went through the next room and into 
the kitchen. 
“I could have cried with the sight 
I saw. The kitchen was, or had been, 
covered with glass. A bomb had been 
dropped on that glass and our kuchen, 
which we had scrubbed to almost 
snowy whiteness, was now a mass of 
broken glass and splintered wood. 
“The day after we are promised a 
canvas roof for our kitchen. 
The de­ 
bris is cleared away. 
Two of our 
men have arrived with a truckload of 
supplies. 
At last we are at our real 
work of baking pies and doughnuts. 
The men have carried gallons of wa­ 
ter from a nearby well and have 
helped us to prepare the coffee. 
“I have seen enough 
things 
on 
wheels today to encircle the globe. 
They all pass through here on their 
way to the front. 
Huge, lumbering 
w a g o n s, carrying tons and tons 
of 
ammunition, others carrying tons of 
food and other supplies; scores of 
rolling kitchens, ambulances too nu­ 


merous to count, and several 
cars 
carrying both 
French and American 
officers. 
“We are ready to serve. 
We. too, 
are now a part of this brg program 
of warfare. 
I am eager to meet the 
boys. 
One feels a queer little thrill 
of excitement as they come marching 
up the road, one big picture of mov­ 
ing khaki. 
“Our captain has gone down the 
road a way to Inform the command­ 
ing officer that we are ready to serve 
the boys with hot coffee and dough­ 
nuts lf he would permit them to stop 
long enough en route to accept this 
truly American refreshment. He gives 
his consent. 
Doughnuts Surprise Boys. 
“Our big tank of coffee Is placed on 
a wooden box outside the 
canteen. 
It is boiling hot. 
Hundreds of fresh­ 
ly baked doughnuts furnish a surprise 
to the boys as they tilt their tin hats 
backwards to get a better view of the 
refreshment counter—a bit of a curi­ 
osity in this place, it seems. 
“A youth from New York observed 
this big attack on 
the doughnuts. 
‘Gee!’ he said, ‘you girls must have 
begun baking when we started from 
the States.* 
“ ‘How did you ever get tip here?* 
one asked. 
‘Aren’t you afraid of the 
Boche bombs? 
When did you leave 
the States?’ and dozens of other ques­ 
tions. 
“They liked our coffee. They praised 
our apple pie. Their enthusiasm is In­ 
fectious. 
Everybody is cheered 
by 
their presence, and as everyone says, 
their 
self-confident 
manner 
Insures 
victory. 
“The roof of our dugout Is covered 
with sandhogs, but the enemy is de­ 
termined to wreck the town. Our men 
have news to that effect. 
We have 
been told by the authorities that we 
must leave, os the danger Is too great. 
This has 
been 
a 
busy center for 
many weeks, and we give It up reluct­ 
antly. 
“Two weeks later: I thought it was 
quite an event when 
I distributed 
doughnuts to the boys in the trenches, 
but here we are In the thick of the 
battle 
itself. 
Traveling 
since 
six 
o’clock in the morning, at two we 
reached a small town from which the 
Germans had been driven only a few 
hours before. 
The earth at times 
seems to tremble with the vibration 
of the guns sc* we stand before the 
improvised evacuation hospital. 
“While our men unload the big sup­ 
ply of oranges, lemons and sugar we 
have brought with u s sister and I re­ 
port to the doctors. 
A continuous 
moving line of ambulances is bringing 
in the wounded—Americans. French 
and Germans alike. 
As their wounds 
are treated 
and 
dressed 
they are 
placed in other ambulances and sent 
to the special 
trains waiting, 
aud 
thence to the base hospitals. 
Doctors Work Like Mad. 
“The doctors are working like mad. 
The chief surgeon scarcely looked at 
me. 
*Ves.‘ he said. ‘get them some­ 
thing cob! to sirlnk. and get It quick ’ 
“ ‘We have lemons and sugar,’ I said. 
‘We can make lemonade.’ 
“ ‘Ho it quick/ he snapped. 
‘And 
have it cold. 
“While we squeezed lemons into a 
bucket Billy Hale bustled off In the 
camion in search of water. 
It dido t 
take him long to find a spring with 
water clear and cold as ice. He filled 
the huge tank and sped back to us. 
We soon 
had gallons of lemonade 
ready to serve to the boys, hot and 
feverish from the fight. 
“They are wonderful, th e s e boys of 
ours. 
Being an American, this mo­ 
ment thrills one with pride. 
Battered 
and broken in the fight, and surely 
suffering 
terribly 
from 
the 
awfu! 
wounds that war has inflicted, these 
ho vs are marvelously brave. 
L>iug 
there 
on 
blood-stained 
stretchers, 
calmly, patiently waiting the doctor’s 
hand, no complaint is uttered. 
There 
is no outcry from these young heroes, 
almost superhuman, it seems to me, In 
their super self-control.”

U-BOAT SINKER 


Tramp. With Hidden Guns, Dead­ 
ly to Subs.

CREWS HAD TO WORK HARD 


Men Had to Be Actors as W ell as 
Sailors to Get Their Prey— Business 
W a s to Lure German 
Subm arine 
From Depths to Position W here It 
Could Be Destroyed by Guns Con­ 


cealed on Mystery Ship. 


The “Q” boat, Britain’s great “Hush 
Hush,” or mystery ship, that was re­ 
sponsible for the sinking of more Ger­ 
man submarines than any other device 
ever attempted* has ju st made a de­ 
mure appearance in the London docks. 
For the modest fee of 12 cents the 
British public is allowed to carry out 
a self-conducted tour of inspection of 
her sinister closed hatches and her 
shadowed decks, where cunningly con­ 
cealed, great guns hug their noses be­ 
hind 
innocent-looking 
deck 
houses, 
periscopes are to be found concealed 
in chimney cowls, and whole decks 
fall away at the touch of a magic but­ 
ton. 
London’s “Q” boat Is one of the ac­ 
tual band of blood brothers which 
rolled and reeled around the storm 
zones, wallowing fiendishly down the j 
traffic lanes, looking, asking aud pray­ 
ing for trouble of the first w ater; 
trouble with a shining horror of a Un­ 
fish as the beginning and the end of it. 
The business of a mystery ship is 
well known. 
It is to lure a German 
submarine from the depths to a posi­ 
tion at which it may be destroyed by 
guns or other engines concealed in the 
ship. 
The events recounted to us by 
the mystery ship commander happened 
some time ago, but not till now has 
the silence been broken. 
First, the mystery commander talk­ 
ed about his early days when the mys­ 
tery service was in its infancy, two 
or three years ago, and of hopes de­ 
ferred and disappointments. One day, 
hunting in the Irish sea, he saw a fat 
old tramp torpedoed without the sub­ 
marine appearing, and soon afterward 
he saw’ a 
three-masted coaster go 
down—but still no luck. The coaster, 
however, gave him an inspiration. 
Gets His Big Idea. 
“If I could get a little ship like 
that,” he thought, ‘‘I might get my 
birds all right.” 
So he hunted through 
the docks of the kingdom and at last 
he picked up a vessel of the right size 
and look and put into her what was 
necessary, and after that had doubts 
whether she w’ould float. But at last 
he began his cruise. 
“I was near the Lizard in an aw’ful 
sou’west gale when I got to know that 
a sub was near by, a torpedo passing 


right under the engine room, too deep 
to touch the ship.” “This,” as the 
commander said, “was not in the song 
hook. 
We didn’t see the sub and kept 
on with the men at action stations, 
with 
a 
good 
lookout, 
until 
three 
o’cloek, when we caught sight of him 
following and pretended not to have 
seen him—his oil was aw-ful—when he 
w’as on the beam 3.000 yards away, 
and we could see the phosphorescent 
wash of his propeller. 
He went down 
and I jammed the helm hard and just 
missed the torpedo, which 1*8100 as ex­ 
pected. 
It w as three feet ahead.” 
The next incident was off the French 
coast near the Channel islands, when 
he heard reports that a submarine 
w*as about and saw two French air­ 
planes dropping bombs. 
This was con­ 
sidered a nuisance, for anything which 
interferes with a mystery ship being 
torpedoed, and preventing it doing its I 
work after that, is not liked in the j 
special service. 
In this special service, it must be j 
noted, the ship has first of all to he 
torpedoed, and the officers and men 
take 
their 
chances 
of 
death 
and 
wounds before they can break their 
silence or strike a blow’. 
The torpedo 
hit the ship at the bulkhead just at 
the bridge. The commander was blown 
up and the forward gun dismounted 
and fell on one of the gunners. 
A 
huge column of water wrent into the 
air, and coming down in hulk on the 
ship did a lot of damage. 
Fortunate­ 
ly no one w as killed, hut two other 
officers were badly injured. 


Tho wounded 
were put 
in safe 
places in the ’tween decks and the 
“abandon ship’’ party ordered into the 
boat. 
This is a curious act in the 
tragicomedy of the mystery ship. The 
crew Is so like an ordinary tramp s 
crew that its own brothers could not 
tell the difference. 
Some acting takes 
place as they rush, panic stricken, to 
the boat. 
It is called the “movie act.” 
The boat bucketed aw ay; tho ship lay 
silent, the wounded uncomplaining in 
their blood, the rest of the crew hid­ 
den in their recesses. 
If the ship sank 
quickly th ere was n«» chance for any 
of them. 
T he submarine carne to the 
surface and lay off three-quarters of 
a mile ahead watching her sink. 
She 
was going down very slowly. 
The life­ 
boats pulled away for a distance, then 
lay to. 
Would the second act ever 
come? Then followed 50 minutes of 
inconceivable strain, the commander 
lying flat, gazing through 
his 
slit. 
watching the sea within his angle of 
vision. H e could not see the subma­ 
rine or w hat she was doing. 
bhe 
might be firing another torpedo which 
would take him and his part of tile 
crew into eternity. 
“It was a bit of a strain,” he said. 
“I rather wanted to know what be was 
up to.” 
At last, slowly, slowly, they 
had a sight of Ther moving into the 
line of vision. 
I had a look from an­ 
other slit, and the gun layer had a 
look, but it was too chancy to open 
out. 
In this job you must get "your 
bird dead or there is big trouble. 
At 
last he was right. 
Ile suspected noth­ 
ing. I wanted to be quite sure, but at 
any moment lie might go down. 
lie 
didn’t. 
We hoisted the colors and let 
go when he was 350 yards away in a 


posTTTou. so that we could get both 
guns on him almost immediately. 
The 
first shot got him aft the conning tow­ 
er. 
The second shifted the conning 
tower bodily over tile side, blew the 
commander up in the air. The sec­ 
ond gun came in and blazed away on 
the hull. 
We got 17 shots Into him. 
The submarine seemed to shake him­ 
self, and then settled down by tile 
stern, his bow* coming out of the w’ater. 
The last shots put him down altogeth­ 
er.” 
Crew Saw the Show. 
T he “abandon ship” party, the spec­ 
tators of the drama, then returned. 
The wounded, who had been hurriedly 
bandaged, got further attention, and 
everything possible was done to save 
the ship. 
The man held down under 
the dismounted gun had been told that 
he could not he released for a time. 
All he had said was “All right, sir.” 
The whole time of the affair was five 
hours, and the time from the torpedo­ 
ing of the ship till the submarine went 
down was 50 minutes. 
“T he crew was 
marvelous,” 
the 
commander said, “as it lay In that 
intolerable 50 minutes.” 
Officers and 
crew were violently sick from 
the 
gases of the torpedo explosion on the 
small vessel. The ship’s books went 
overboard in the explosion, and one of 
the crew jumped over the side and res­ 
cued them, knowing their value to the 
Germans if they had fallen into their 
hands. 
Meanwhile the collier was settling 
down. Two traw lers had come up, hav­ 
ing heard the firing, and the wounded 
were transferred. 
The commander 
carried on till they got in sight of land, 
with the ship rapidly filling. Ten miles 
off land the ship was awash to the 
bridge; the commander and his first of­ 
ficer remained on board till five min­ 
utes before she sank. The whole ship’s 
company arrived safely in England. 
The submarine and its crew had gone 
to the bottom. 
The commander received V. C. and 
high decorations went to officers and 
nu n. 
Then? is no finer or more suc­ 
cessful deed in the splendid annals of 
Britain’s anti-submarine warfare. 


Art of Mirroring Velvets. 
Mirrored velvet is so much in vogue 
that a word of explanation us to the 
home process may be helpful. 
Any 
ordinary piece of velvet may be mir­ 
rored with the proper care. All that is 
necessary is a hot iron and a steady 
hand, for the velvet must be stroked 
with the iron, on the right side, at 
regular intervals.

WORLD’S 
THINK­

BENEFITED BY TYPEWRITER 
—A contributor to one of the 
current magazines deplores the 
fact 
that 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
had no typewriter. He says, and 
truthfully, that if Hie great man 
had not been compelled to use a 
pen and pencil, he could have 
accomplished much more than 
he did—a statem ent that is so 
obvious it is hardly worth quot­ 
ing. 
The same thing can be said 
of all other greal men—of Wash­ 
ington and Jefferson and all the 
rest. 
They accomplished much ; 
they left a greater volume of 
writing than men do In the days 
of the typewriter. 
But the fact 
remains that with a typewriter 
any man can accomplish about 
four times as much as he could 
accomplish with pen and ink— 
in the way of recording his 
thoughts, if he sees fit to do so. 
But the contributor overlooks 
one 
thing, 
namely, 
that 
the 
matter of writing it down Is not 
all of a thinker’s work, observes 
Columbus Dispatch. 
If Frank­ 
lin had had a typewriter, he 
would not have been hammer­ 
ing it all the time. 
It would 
have 
aided 
him 
greatly; 
he 
would have had more time In 
which to do his thinking; he 
would not have had to spend so 
much time over a desk scrawling 
with a poor pen. 
But it is de­ 
batable whether he would have 
actually produced more litera­ 
ture than he did. 
Charles Dickens w’rote all of 
his novels with a quill. He could 
have done the writing, in half 
the time on a typewriter, and 
the printers would have saved 
half their time. 
But in these 
days of the typewriter we have 
no novelists who are turning out 
good literature any more rapidly 
than Dickens did. 
Thomas Jefferson left a whole 
library of his writing—and he 
wrote with a primitive pen. 
So, 
while the typewriter is one of 
the greatest of time savers, while 
it gives on increased product, 
and a more easily read product, 
the fact is that the men of to­ 
day are not doing any more 
writing than was done when the 
matter had to he scratched upon 
a sheet of paper with a stick 
or quill.

retail at more than 8 cents each and 
not more than 15 cents each, $9 a 
thousand. 
“If manufactured or imported to 
retail at more than 15 eents each and 
not more than 20 cents each, -YI 2 a 
thousand. 
“If manufactured or imported to 
retail at more than 20 eents each, 
$15 a thousand. 
“On cigarettes made of tobacco 
and weighing not more than three 
pounds per thousand, $3 per thous­ 
and. 
“Weighing more than three pounds 
per thousand, $7.20 per thousand. 
Dealers here were trying to figure 
out some plan of asse*sing the addi­ 
tional cost that would be uniform. It 
was proposed that there would be no 
increase in the price of cigars now

TEXT OF MCCRAY 
ANTI-GERMAN LAW 


Within an hour after the McCray 
bill was passed by the House Tues­ 
day afternoon the enrolled copy of 
the act was on the desk of Governor 
Goodrich for signature. 
The chief 
executive, after signing his name and 
•he date, sent the act to the office of 
W illiam A. Roach, secretary of state, 
for depositing in the archives. 
With 
i he depositing of the enrolled copy 
in the secretary of state’s office the 
law became operative, a few minutes 
after 4 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
McCray law will form Chapter 18 in 
the Acts of 1919. 
The text of the 
law follows: 
“An act entitled, an act concern­ 
ing elementary schools, schools of 
correctional and benevolent institu­ 
tions, private and parochial schools, 
providing what shall be taught there­ 
in, prescribing penalties for any vio­ 
lation of this act, repealing all laws 
in conflict herewith, and declaring 
an emergency. 
‘‘Section I. 
Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the state of In­ 
diana, that all' subjects and branches 
taught in the elementary schools of 
the Mate of Indiana and all elemen­ 
tary schools maintained in connec­ 
tion with benevolent or correctional 
institutions, shall be taught in the 
English language only, and the trus­ 
tee, and such other officers as may 
be in control, shall have 
taught in 
them, orthography, reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, English gram­ 
mar, physiology, history of the Unit­ 
ed Slates, scientific temperance and 
good 
behavior, 
and 
such 
other 
brancher of learning as Hie advance­ 
ment of pupils may require, and the 
trustee, and other officers in control 
direct: Provided, that the German 
language shall not be taught in any 
of the elementary 
schools of 
tins 
state. 
The tuition in such schools 
shall be without charge. 
“See. 2. 
All private and parochial 
schools and all schools maintained in 
connection with benevolent and cor­ 
rectional institutions within this state 
which instruct pupils who have not 
completed a course of study equiva­ 
lent to that prescribed for the first 
eight 
grades 
of 
the 
elementary 
schools of this state, shalLbe taught 
in the English 
language only, 
and 
the person or officers in control shall 
have taught in them such branches 
of learning as the advancement of 
pupils may require, and the persons 
or officers in control direct: Provid­ 
ed, that the German language shall 
not be taught in any such schools 
within this state. 
“Sec. 3. 
Any person or persons 
violating the provisions of this act 
shall, upon conviction in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, be fined in 
any sum not less than $25 and not 
more than $100. or he imprisoned in 
tile county jail for any period not ex­ 
ceeding six months, or both, and each 
separate day in which such act shall 
be violated shall constitute a sepa­ 
rate offense . 


“See. 4. All laws and parts 
of 
laws in conflict 
herewith arc hereby 
repealed. 


“ Sec. 5. In 
case any 
section or 
sections of this act shall 
be held to 
be unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court of Indiana such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the remain­ 
ing sections. 


‘Sec. 6. 
Whereas, an emtrgency 
exists for the immediate taking effect 
of this act, the same shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its 
passage.” 


HOLLAND HOUSED 
10,000 HUN SP IES 


Placed There to Keep in Touch with 
Britian— Use Dutchmen 
As Couriers. 


There were 10,000 known German 
agents in Holland during the war. A 
Dutch pollee inspector explained to 
the New York Sun that to expel them 
would simply mean that their places 
would be taken by other and unknown 
agents. 
They drifted into Holland on vari­ 
ous pretexts. 
Some were highly edu­ 
cated men, capable of moving in Hie 
l)est society; others were mere shad­ 
owers and touts. 
They took up all 
sorts of positions. 
The ease of tlie 
porter at. the Hotel dos Indies, the 
Waldorf-Astmia of The Hague, who 
proved to be a brother of the then 
German ambassador at Constantinople, 
is already known. 
But that is only 
one of hundreds of similar incidents. 
The chief task of this army of men 
was of course to keep In touch with 
Great Britain. 
In the early days of 
ihe war there was no more difficulty 
rn this than lf there was no war. 
British passports in those days were 
not worth the paper on which they 
were produced. 
A young journalist who was in Hol­ 
land but had no passport got one from 
the 
local 
Consul 
(a 
Dutchman 
of 
course) simply on the production of a 
letter from home. 
Later on it was 
rendered very difficult to get a British 
passport, but curiously enough the pre­ 
vious Issues of useless paper were not 
withdrawn until the war laid been in 
progress for three full years. It need

Lack of Co-operation. 
Again tim spies benefited from the 
luck of co-operation between the dif­ 
ferent British departments. 
Thus in 
one large town the British community 
was unofficially warned against patron­ 
izing a certain music dealer, who was 
a known German agent. Yet that man 
was one of the f> w Dutch music deal­ 
ers who had a license for the import 
of British music. 
Dutchmen were largely used as cou­ 
riers between the German agents in 
Holland and the spins in Britain. I,oose 
women and night clubs were employed 
as a means of ensnaring young men 
for tills purpose. 
Another aspect of the activities of 
those human moles was that of gather 
Ing Information in Holland. The or­ 
ganization behind them was marvelous. 
Enormous prices were paid to Dutch 
telegraphers 
for 
copies 
of 
entente 
code wires passing between iii*' loca­ 
tions and Downing street or the Qua} 
d’Orsay. So rampant did this e\il tie- 
come that the Dutch authorities had 
to insist on each operator submitting 
to a search before going on duty and 
again afterward. 
Photography was used to an extraor­ 
dinary exten t 
Passengers 
hoarding 
the boats 
for 
England 
were 
snap 
shotted and tfie photos all carefully 
filed. Photography was chiefly used to 
ensnare possible victims. On one occa­ 
sion a French attache, riding in the 
woods near Wassenaar, encountered a 
lady who had boon thrown from her 
horse. With tho gallantry of his race. 
he went to her assistance. A few days 
later he was confronted with photo­ 
graphs of himself kneeling beside the 
“injured” lady. He was told that the 
lady wus not injured at all, and would 
tell lier own story. 
Dangerous Band Broken Up. 
With the threat of exposure as a 
lever, great effort was made to turn 
him into a traitor. 
Fortunately, he 
acted promptly and with courage, and 
in consequence a dangerous band was 
broken up. This was by no mean* an 
Isolated Instance, 
One characteristic of Teutonic meth­ 
ods was the adoption of great precau­ 
tions to get the odium, in the event of 
discovery, thrown on Britain. On one 
occasion an “English” yacht, manned 
by “Englishmen,” was found strand­ 
ed In forbidden waters near the mouth 
of the Scheldt. 
The yacht was seized 
and the crew arrested. 
On hoard was 
found a fairly complete plan of the 
Dutch mine field protecting the mouth 
of the Scheldt. 
The odium was thus 
thrown on Britain. 
Happily, a few 
days later the plot was discovered and 
the psuedo-Englishmen found to be 
Teutons from Hamburg. 
Finally, an instance may be given of 
how the practice of spying has been 
Ingrained In the German people. 
A 
Dutch family living at Haarlem had a 
German boy of eleven staying with 
them in the summer of 1917. 
They 
found that the youngster w as keeping 
a note of all that was said In the con­ 
versation about Germany. When asked 
the reason of this, the boy said that 
he had been instructed to do so by his 
school-teacher, so that anybody who 
spoke ngainstt the kaiser could 
he 
found out and punished. 
That from a 
boy of eleven!
